LETTER FROM THE PROVINCES. 


St. Leon Springs. P. Q., ) 
July 29 th, 1873. ) 

Editor Journal It appears to me that I 
do not often see anything in onr home jour¬ 
nals iu relation to this section of our con¬ 
tinent. Will you allow me to present to 
your readers some of the many attractions 
afforded by a visit to this place? It is 
quite likely many may have been here and 
know something of it, but probably mauy 
more may have never been here and know 
nothing of it. It is now too late for any to 
avail themselves of the offers of the Conn. 
River R. R. in their excursion tickets to 
Quebec, but should they make the same 
generous arrangements another year I 
should hardly think a more pleasant or 
profitable pleasure trip could be taken than 
to go to Quebec via Montreal, stopping for 
a week or even longer at St. Leon Springs. 
The ride by rail to Montreal is, as most all 
who have ever taken that route will testify, 
one of the finest, and embraces some of the 
most picturesque scenery and finest land¬ 
scape views in New England, if not in the 
United States. Montreal is well worth 
a visit, but I will not attempt to set forth 
Its many attractions, but name a few of the 
most important. The church of the Jesuits, 
the French Cathedral “Notre Dame,” Ho¬ 
tel Dieu, the Gray Nunnery, and Bonseconr 
Market, are all well worth the time It takes 
to inspect. By no means the least among 
the attractions of Montreal is a visit to 
Lachlne and a ride down the river St. Law¬ 
rence through the Lachlne Rapids. This is 
the most exciting scene during the trip, as 
the boat shoots through the narrow chan¬ 
nel, with its treacherous rocks hidden be¬ 
neath the surging waves on either side. 
Our boat passed within a few feet of the 
wreck of a boat which struck a rock while 
passing through the same channel but a few 
weeks since. 

A ride down the river St. Lawrence is 
delightful. On the way down we pass 
‘Rlvier Du Loup,” the most direct route to 
this place, as the regular Quebec steamers 
do not stop here, making bnt one stop be¬ 
tween Montreal and Three Rivers, that at 
Sorel, a small town on the southerly bank 
of the river about 45 miles from Montreal, 
where we saw three or four hundred people 
at the landing waiting to see the steamer 
come in, as this to them is the great event 
of the day. Our next stopping place was 
at Three Rivers, where we went ashore 
aud remained the rest of the night at the 
hotel near the landing, of which the less 
Bald the better. It was the best the town 
afforded. Three Rivers is a town of some 
six or seven thousand inhabitants, and one 
of the oldest towns in the Dominion, hav¬ 
ing been [settled sometime during the fif¬ 
teenth century, aud incorporated a town in 
1650, or about that time. The town has a 
decidedly ancient appearance. Many of the 
houses are very old and quaint in style, one 
story and a half high, and mostly built of 
stone, with their gable windows and roof 
projecting over the sides of the house. 
The streets are not paved, and the walks 
are of plank. There are several Protestant 
churches and two Catholic, one of which 
is a very fine building of stone, and in front 
is the public square, with its rustic bowers, 
and gravel walks, and flowers on every 
hand. 

I believe one gets about as good an idea 
of life iu Canada between St. Leon and 
Three Rivers as can be found anywhere in 
the Dominion. The road lies along the 
bank of the St. Lawrence for nine or ten 
miles, when you come to the shores of Lake 
St. Peter, occasionally passing out of sight 
of the river, aud agaiu coming in sight of 
its beautiful waters, with the sails and 
steamers in the distance. The country 
seems very thickly populated. There are 
farm houses on either side of the road for 
a distance of twenty-five miles. To any 
one unaccustomed to such sights the farm¬ 
houses of Canada present a very strange 
appearance. Some are built of stone, oth 
era are frame houses, while still others are 
log or block houses, that is, logs hewn 
square and blocked together at the corners, 
and the cracks plastered with mortar and 
clay. For the most part the houses are 
painted white below the eaves, with red 
roof, though some are painted yellow ends, 
white sides and red roof. These and the 
barns with thatched roof, the huge brick 
ovens with the shelter built over them, 
which as one gentleman remarked, looked 
like an elephant standing under a shed, with 
the occasional shriue at the roadside, pre¬ 
sents a decidedly foreign appearance. 

The labor seems for the most part to be 
performed by the womeD. I believe the 
men have the name generally of being good 
natured but very lazy. Certain it Is we 
saw very few of the men at work, most of 
them lounging about the door smoking, 
while the women are In the field at work, 
or spinning at the wheel, as every house 
seems to have a spinning wheel. The land 
is very level, and for miles aronnd one can 
see vast fields of wheat, oats and flax. 


The first village through which we pass¬ 
ed was Point du Lac, a small settlement 
near Lake St. Peter. The houses are sim¬ 
ilar to those I have already described, no 
sidewalks or pavements here, and one Cath¬ 
olic church furnishes religion for the whole 
town. Next we pass through Yarnachicho, 
a small place similar to Point Du Lac, but 
the day we passed through was a gala day 
with them, the occasion being the baptism 
of a school bell: This, I am told, Is an old 
custom, but wbat the ceremony is I do not 
know, but suppose it consists in a great 
deal of show and parade, as most of their 
services do. 

Oo our left we passed In sight of Rivier 
Du Loup, about three miles from the mouth 
of the river of the same name, a small 
town of no great importance, except that 
the steamer touches there and exchanges 
passengers and freight. Here, also, are 
the extensive saw mills of the Hunterstown 
Lumber Co., who have the largest mill any¬ 
where about here, and the ruins of an old 
stone church, said to have been built over 
two hundred years ago. 

The Springs are about one mile from the 
village of St. Leon, in a deep ravine, 
through which the Rivier Du Loup flows, 
about nine miles from its mouth. At this 
place the river is quite narrow, not over 
75 or 80 feet wide. There are three differ¬ 
ent springs, but only one in use at present. 
These springs are alike as regards their 
mineral properties, though one of them 
throws the most water, which babbles up 
in the middle of the stream about a dozen 
rods above the house. I will attempt to 
give an analysis of the water. Suffice it to 
say that for rheumatism aud diseases of the 
skin it has proved itself a most excellent 
remedy, as hundreds can testify who have 
been made whole by its use. 

The present proprietors of the Springs 
House, Messrs. Gilman & Thompson, have 
but recently taken possession, but have 
greatly improved the place, and with their 
present plans perfected, added to what na¬ 
ture has done for this beautifai spot, will 
make it one of the pleasantest retreats to 
be found. The table board is excellent, 
and what is more than can be truthfully 
said of many of our more pretentious city 
hotels, everything is neat and tidy, and 
there is a good piano, and plenty of games 
and the very best of people with which to 
while away the time. A visit to St. Leon 
Springs, with its beautiful river, lined on 
either side with trees and shrubbery in 
great variety, birds singing their sweet 
music, and the pure fresh air drawn In at 
every breath, gives a new lease of life, and 
is an experience in one’s life not soon to be 
forgotten. If the proprietors continue as 
they have begun to keep this a strict tem¬ 
perance house, I am sure they will meet 
with the success which they deserve, and 
to those who are suffering from rheuma¬ 
tism or any skin disease, 1 cannot do bet¬ 
ter than to recommend them a visit to St.

A TERRIBLE BOATREDE. 

SHOOTING RAPIDS—ONE HUNDRED AND FOR¬ 
TY MILES IN TWO HOURS. 

Clear creek is a miniature river that runs 
through the canon of the same name.. It 
descends upon a down grade of four hun¬ 
dred feet per mile, with here and there a 
fall over a rocky precipice fifteen or twen¬ 
ty feet in height. Large bowlders forty and 
fifty feet in diameter, and weighing thou¬ 
sands of tons, impede its dashing progress 
every two or three hundred yards, while its 
curves are so sharp and so freqnent that the 
stream can nowhere be seen for a distance 
of a thqnsand feet. Granite cliffs two and 
three miles high project over It on either 
side, and give a frightful, romantic and 
dangerons appearance to the rnshing tor¬ 
rent beneath. 

Just below Black Hawk, on the side of 
the stream, a small reservoir has been con¬ 
structed in which is kept an ordinary skiff. 
One Sunday two little sons of Martin Walk¬ 
er, aged respectively ten and twelve years, 
got into the boat and were splashing the 
water with a stick when the fastenings gave 
way and the boat went drifting towards the 
rapidly running current. The little boys 
soon discovered their danger, but were 
powerless to avert it; so they clntched hold 
of the sides of the boat and awaited their 
doom. Soon the boat was caught by the 
enrrent and began descending at a fearful 
rate; over Black Hawk rapids they went 
like an arrow, clearing a distance of sixty 
feet at a single dash. Lighting again on 
the torrent surface the boat seemed to have 
gained a new impetus, and shot by the 
bowlders and around the rocky points with 
the celerity of a sunbeam. 

At a distance of about six miles below 
the starting point. Conductor Gibbons, who 
was standing on the rear platform of a 
Clear Creek train, saw the boat coming, and 
immediately stopped the train. All hands 
repaired to the water’s edge and did every¬ 
thing in their power to arrest the flying 
boat, but past them she went like a ballet 
from a rifle, and was oat of sight in a mo¬ 
ment. The conductor then ordered the en¬ 
gineer to put on a fall head of steam and 
follow as rapidly as possible, which he did, 
constantly sounding the alarm of danger. 
He did not get another glimpse of the boat, 
but tbe alarm brought the employes at 
Beaver Creek to the look*oat, and qnlckly 
making a slip-noose, they sought to throw 
it over the bow of the boat as sbe came un¬ 
der the bridge. This they succeeded in do¬ 
ing, bnt conld no more hold it, than they 
conld have held a thunderbolt, and over Bea¬ 
ver Creek Falls sbe went with the speed of 
the lightning. The falls are about thirty 
feet high, and at the foot are a number of 
large bowlders, but tbe velocity was such 
that it cleared them easily, and struck the 
water some twenty feet beyond. 

From here no one saw the boat, or its 
living freight until it reached a point 100 
miles below Denver. Through Golden into 
the Platte Blver, and under the Denver 
bridges she went, unnoticed nor slaked her 
pace until she lodged in a drift at the dis¬ 
tance below Denver above mentioned. Tbe 
Platte does not ran very rapidly, bat the 
boat had acquired snch a wonderful speed 
in its descent from the monntalns that it 
far outrode the current. A Mr. Walsh, who 
lives on a farm near the drift where the 
boat lodged, discovered tbe boys still in the ! 
boat, which was nearly full of water, and 
took them to his home. They were restor¬ 
ed to their overjoyed parents the following 
evening, after having accomplished the most 
perilous journey in the quickest time ev¬ 
er made by any human being who es¬ 
caped with life. The distance traveled was 
140 miles in two hoars, bat how it was ev¬ 
er done, or how the boat escaped being 
dashed to pieces upon some of tbe huge 
bowlders or rocky cliffs which everywhere 
interrupt the coarse of Clear Creek, Is 
nothing short of a providential miracle. 
Probably not again in a thousand years 
conld the journey be made with the best 
appliances, and by the most skillfal mari¬ 
ner.— Central City (Col.)Coach.

Just now kero- 
sense, which is extensively burned through 
the country, and is the cheapest illuminator 
known, ought to be plenty and cheap. Only 
a few months ago the oil wells of Pennsyl¬ 
vania were considered good if they yielded 
twenty or thirty barrels a day. Occasion¬ 
ally one gave up fifty barrels, but more of 
them only produced three or four. Within 
a few weeks other wells have been bored in 
Butler county, further south, which spout 
up fifteen hundred barrels of oil daily. Of 
course this enormous yield will cheapen 
petroleum and shut up all the small wells. 
The owners of the large wells will control 
the market, and only on the event of their 
putting the price up will the workers at the 
small wells be able to come into, competi- 1 
lion. At this rate of yield we ought to buy 
kerosene at ten cents a gallon, but the deal¬ 
ers will keep it up as long as possible. The 
crude oil is sold for less than a dollar a bar¬ 
rel, and the refined ougljt not to exceed 
twenty cents per gallon, which will give 
the refiners and dealers a large profit at 
that. _____________

THE FORTUNE OF LAW. 


I was chattiDg one day with an old 
school-fellow of mine, who, though young, 
was a barrister of some eminence, when 
the conversation turned upon his own ca¬ 
reer. 

“People,” he said, “give me credit for 
much more than I deserve. They compli¬ 
ment me on having attained my position 
by talent and sagacity, and all that, but the 
fact is, I have been an extremely lucky 
man—I mean as regards opportunities. 
The only thing for which I can really con¬ 
sider myself entitled to any credit Is, I 
have always been prompt to take advan¬ 
tage of them.” 

“But,” I observed, you have a high rep¬ 
utation for legal knowledge and acumen. 
I have heard several persons speak in terms 
of great praise of the manner in which you 
have conducted some of your last cases.” 

“Ah, yes,” he returned; “when a man 
is fortunute the world soon finds fine tbiDgs 
in him. There is nothing like gilding to 
hide imperfections and bring out excel¬ 
lences. But 1 will give you one instance 
of what I call my luck. It happened a year 
or two ago, and before I was quite as well 
known as I am now; it was a trivial thing 
in itself, but very important in its conse¬ 
quences to me, and has ever since been 
very fresh in my memory. I had been re¬ 
tained on behalf of a gentleman who was 
defendant in an action for debt, brought 
against him by a bricklayer, to recover the 
amount of a bill, stated to be due for build¬ 
ing work done on the gentleman’s prem¬ 
ises. The owner refused payment on the 
ground that a verbal contract had been made 
for the execution of the work at a price 
less by one-third than the amount claimed. 
Unfortunately he had no witnesses to the 
fact. The man denied the contract, alleged 
that no specification had been made, and 
pleaded, finally, that if such contract had 
been entered into, it was vitiated by altera¬ 
tions, to all of which he was prepared to 
swear, and had his assistant also ready to 
swear to the amount of labor and material 
expended. I gave my opinion that it was 
a hopeless case, and that the defendant had 
better agree to a compromise than incur 
any further expense. However, he would 
not, and, I was fain to trust to the chapter 
of accidents for chance of success. ■ 

“Near the town where the trial was to 
take place lived an old friend of mine, who, 
after the first day’s assize, carried jne off 
in his carriage to dine and sleep at his 
house, engaging to drive me over in the 
morning In time for this case, which 
stood next on the list.

MINISTERS’ CHILDREN. 

It lias sometimes been flippantly said 
that “ministers’ aud deacons’ children are 
worse than any others.” In some exception¬ 
al cases the very relationship has given a 
prominence to misdoing—has made it more 
noticed and talked about. But, in point of 
fact, the statment is not true. 

“Iu Connecticut,” said Rev. Henry Ward 
Beecher on a public occasion, “there were 
930 children, over fifteen years of age, of 
ministers and deacons, only twenty of whom 
have turned out badly. In Massachusetts, 
out of 433 familes of ministers and deacons, 
there were 1598 children over fifteen years, 
and only twenty ever became disssipated. 
Here we have forty out of 2535 children— 
just two and one-half per cent, of the whole 
number. 

“I will ask any business man if he would 
not be glad oftentimes if his losses were 
uot more than two and one-half per cent. I 
undertake to say that no business has ever 
been so safe as that of raising deacons’ and 
ministers’ children in New England. 

We derive another corroboration of our 
position from Dr. Sprague’s Invaluable col¬ 
lection of clerical biographies. 

A hundred clergymen may be taken out 
of his volumes at random, and it will be 
found that, of the first hundred, one hun¬ 
dred sons also became ministers. Of the 
remainder, the largest proportion rose to 
eminence in other professions or avoda- 
tious. Can the same be said of any other 
body of men taken at random from other 
walks of life? As to the daughters of cler¬ 
gyman, it has been remarked by a keen ob¬ 
server that it is a passport to the highest 
places, and a guarantee of respectability 
and worth, both in Great Britain and Amer¬ 
ica, to say of any lady, “she wah the 
daughter of a clergyman.”—Ueo.

Heavy Fire at Belfast. 

Belfast, Maine, has been visited by a de¬ 
structive conflagration which has made hun¬ 
dreds homeless, put a serious check upon 
her business and prosperity and has destoy- * 
ed nearly half a million dollars’ worth of 
property. Sunday morning a gale set in j 
from due north and raged all day, tearing 
down awnings, overturning fences and up- 
rooting and wrenching large limbs from - 
trees. While the gale was at its height, a 
few minutes past 2 o’clock P. M., the alarm ; 
of Are was given, and in less than half an 
hour the conflagration was at its height, 
whole blocks and large tenement houses, 
a long distance from the origin of the fire, 
being in flames, having been fired on the 
roof by burning shingles and brands which 
the wind carried in a perfect shower. The 
spread of the flames was so sudden that 
many families were obliged to flee for their 
lives, being unable to save anything but 
the clothes they had on them. The fire 
department and citizens worked with a will, 
but were almost powerless to oppose the 
united elements. 

The whole number of business estab¬ 
lishments burned out is fifteen; whole num¬ 
ber of dwelling houses, forty-eight, and 
seventy-five families were rendered home¬ 
less. About 300 persons are thrown out 
of employment. 

Miss Rebecca Prentiss, a maiden lady, 
aged about eighty years, was burned in the 
Frothingbam house on High street. She 
was taken from the house twice, but must 
have wandered back again, as her remains 
were found after the fire. 

There is little doubt that the fire was 
caused by smokers, although it was first 
thought to be incendiary. Upon Haraden’s 
, wharf, where the fire started, was a lot of 
rubbish, old hay, &c., which probably took 
: from a smoker’s cast-off match or cigar, as 
. persons had been seen smoking near. 

; About one-eighth of the city is burned 
i over and household goods are still scat- 
l tered in every direction. It will be impos- 
> sible to fnrnish tenements. 

A committee was appointed to solicit pe¬ 
cuniary aid for the sufferers who need it 
badly.

They conducted their warfare like Indians, i 
and it is not reasonable for us to treat their I 
violation of our laws as we would our < 
equals. The court that tried them does not < 
see things in this light, however. 

The latest reason urged why Gov. Wash¬ 
burn should not be re-nominated is that he 
appoints no one to office not of his relig¬ 
ious faith, and numerous examples are cited. 
.Mr. Washburn is a Congregatlonalist, and 
we have always supposed that Congrega- 
tlonalists were as good as other folks if 
they behaved themselves. When Claflin 
was Governor it was said he was partial to 
the Methodists, being one himself, and 
Gov. Bullock ran in the Unitarian line. 
We believe Gov. Gardner was never guilty 
of any such sin. His partiality leaned to¬ 
ward the prohibitionists, having been “a 
temperance man of fourteen years stand¬ 
ing.” - ' • 

What manner of policy is it that pre¬ 
vents the appointment of State constables 
in the places of those turned out of office? 
We were told by the commissioners that 
they were removed because they were inef¬ 
ficient; but is it better to have none than 
such as they? At Boston where a dozen 
were removed only a few have been ap¬ 
pointed to their places, and here in Hamp¬ 
den county the liquor sellers have nothing 
to fear. Is this the way the sale of liquor 
is to be suppressed? If so, the sooner 
commissioners and constables go by the 
board altogether the better for the public. 
The shuttlecock fashion in which the pro¬ 
hibitory law is played with is a disgrace to 
the State, a deception and a humbug.

An Address to the Republican Voters of 
Massachusetts has been issued. It was 
probably written by E. R. Hoar, though 
it has the endorsement of thirty-threa 
uames. It is a very temperate address in 
comparison to some of the speeches that 
have beqn made this season. It does not 
mention Butler’s name, but says an attempt 
is made to overturn an existing Republican 
administration in the interest of one man’s 
personal ambition. The address commends 
the administration of Gov. Washburn, and 
argues in favor of his retaining the execu¬ 
tive chair the usual three years’ terra. It 
^ttily appeals to the Republican voters to 
•ee thatthe choice of delegates to the State 
convention shall not go by surprise or de¬ 
fault. To which we say amen. 


There is music in the air. Gen. Butler 
has taken the stump, impelled he says by 
the slanders against him, aud held forth to 
U packed audience at Worcester Tuesday 
evening. He made a pretty sharp speech, 
cutting right aud left, and inflicting severe 
wounds on Judge Hoar, who had taken the 
stump against him. He paid his respects 
to those who had made such a fuss about 
the “salary grab,” and stated that every¬ 
body who took government pay was as 
much of a salary-grabber as he. On the 
prohibitory law he was explicit, stating that 
he would enforce the law to the letter if he 
had the opportunity. He gave Gov. Wash¬ 
burn a rub, and stated that the commis¬ 
sions of the State needed reforming as 
much as they did two years ago. He 
thought there was no need of such an ex¬ 
travagant increase of taxation. The Gen¬ 
eral forgot to mention that the expenses of 
the general government bad Increased more 
extravagantly than those of our State. 
Having opened the campaign thus briskly, 
he proposes to speak about every night till 
the day of the convention, when he will be 
there to see the result. He will speak at 
Greenfield at noon to-day, and at North 
Adams this evening. He will be at Spring- 
field Monday evening and then go to the 
eastern part of the state to complete the 
campaign.__
